the works resumed successfully. 
At an early 
hour the Knights of Labor took their posi­ 
tion on Thirteenth street, near the works, 
and endeavored to keep the men from enter­ 
ing. They will probably stay there through­ 
out the week if necessary. 
Considerable ex citement was occasioned 
about 7 o’clock, and cheer after cheer went 
up from the knights. 
The bricklayers had 
begun work, but when they saw the Pinker­ 
ton men over them they one and all left their 
posts, taking their tools with them, marching 
in procession down the s^eet, and returned 
the knights’ salute by lifting their hats as 
they passed by them. 
The Pinkertons are 
distributed throughout the works and are 
subjected to jeers and indignities on all sides. 
A t 7 :30 o’clock Su perin ten d en t Jon es d rove 
throu gh the yard s in a carriage, viewin g the 
situ ation . 
Callin g William Ben n ett, a prom- 
icen t kn ight, he said : ‘‘Billy, keep you r men 
qu iet to-d ay an d everythin g will be all right.” 
Mr. 
Ben n ett assu red him that the kn ights 
wou ld n ot trespass. 
Abou t 0:50 a. rn . 300 Hu n garian s with their 
baggage arrived on a Baltimore & Ohio 
train . 
When d iscovered by the strikers they 
were greeted with yells of “scab,” “black- 
sheep,” etc.

They reported that in the 
con vertin g mill there were n ot en ou gh men 
tQ m an on e con verter.
